years 
of age at the time of his consecra­ 
tion as bishop in Philadelphia in 
1844, 23 years rtf service in Mis- 
ouri under arduous and crushing 
duties which exceeded even those 
in terms of which 
the 
average 
western pioneer ministry is w rit­ 
ten, brought 
death 
to 
Bishop 
Hawks at the comparatively early 
ige of 56. 
At the time Bishop Hawks as­ 
sumed his duties 
as 
rector 
of 
Christ Church on January 1, 1844, 
and, ten months later, as bishop 
of a diocese embracing the whole 
of Missouri, the difficulties which 
confronted him were formidablf
